KANSAS. 



Washington, April 2G.— Road 
data from twenty thousand post- 
masters of cities and towns located 
along the 100,000 mile national 
highway route projected by the 
National Highway Association, is 
being gathered here to aid in the 
Association's campaign to obtain a 
system of fedeial built roads. 

To do this fifty tons of mail, fill- 
ing live hundred mail sacks, have 
been mailed out from the Associa- 
tion's headquarters. In order to 
Obtain accurate data, it was neces- 
sary to place the most modern and 
best drawn maps in the hands of 
the post mast eis. 

Supplementing this effort to ob- 
lian accurate and detailed informa- 
tion regarding road conditions, the 
Association has circulated maps 
and information in all to 100,000 
persons. Publishing companies, 
batiks, school teachers, clubs and 
other organizations interested in 
good roads, the Hoy Scouts and 
Camp Fire Girls have been enlist 
ed in this national-wide effort to 
gather exhaustive road data. 

In all 1,870,000 pieces of printed 
matter were distributed, of which 
ovet :\ million were maps printed in 
either two or four colors. Seine 

extent of the magnitude of this un- 
dertaking may be gained from the 
fact that there were 3,476,000 Im- 
pressions take to prepare these 
maps. 

This work is in addition to the 
Road Photograph contest which the 
Association has instituted and which 
is designed to produce a pictorial 
exhibit on road conditions in every 
section of the country. For three 
years the National Highways As- 
sociation has now been engaged in 
surveys and tours of highways, 
employing the best expeit engineer 
-kill. Its projected highway 
routes from Ocean to Ocean and 
from Canada to Mexico, represent 
the product of these tlnee years of 
labor.

Y. , sends to the New York Times 
the following "war ideas." Mr. 
Forse is not the only deaf man who 
itches to be in the thick of the con- 
flict, whenever a ruction rises be- 
tween either nations or individuals, 
but he is the first and only one to 
urge the loss of the " spirit-level" 
in the ear as an advantage in avia- 
tion. 

" Imbued with "that restlessness 
that all true Americans must feel 
with half the world engaged in a 
saturnalia of carnage, I am wonder- 
ing how I can successfully ' fear 
God and take my part' now, in time 
of peace, to insure peace ; or later, 
in case of war, to restore peace. In 
my case the question is a problem , 
for I am "one, of whom there are al- 
most an army in the United States, 
who would be rejected from any 
recruiting (station ; that is, an able- 
bodied deaf-mute. With our 
country in a similar position to that 
England, my fellow-deaf would 
scor* any such thing as exemption 
badges or armlets and get to the 
front willy-nilly to do their ' bit* 
from patriotism. 

"In this way they would prove 
little better than ' cannon food,' 
whereas trained for some specific 
duty that would not clash with their 
affliction they posse** qualificat 
even superior to their hearing 
thers. It has been proved that the 
absence of the sense of bearing ren- 
ders one largely immune to panic 
noises contributing in a great mea- 
sure to the befuddling of wits. A 
deaf person in'most cases has suffer - 



• he loss of that small spirit-level 
contrivance of the inner ear which 

he seat in a normal person of sea- 
sickness and giddiness. This loss 
causes a deaf-mute to stagger 
drunkenly^when the sense of sight 
is taken from the task of keeping 
equilibrium, but renders him im- 
pervious to high altitudes. Now, I 
am told that the nerve-racking noise 
of the engines and the suscepti- 
bility of av to dizziness, and 
pounding of the ear drums from the 
rarefied atmosphere, are great draw- 
backs. Why not give training to 
this willing army in air scouting or 
even transport driving t They can 
all be reached through the Volta

Egerton L,eigh Winthrop died at 
his home, 23 East 33d Street, New 
York, on Thursday, April 6, 1916, 
in his seventy-seventh year. He 
was born in New York City, and 
was a son of the late Benjamin Ro- 
bert Winthrop and Mrs. Eliza Neil- 
son Winthrop. He was ft direct 
descendant from John Winthrop, 
who came to New England in 1630, 
as the head of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony, landing at Salem He 
settled in Boston, became Governor 
of Massachusetts and a prom i runt 
figure in the early history of New 
England. Benjamin Robert Win- 
throp was, on his mother's side, 
ided from and related to the 
Stuyvesants and other New York 
families, was interested in many 
philanthropic works and a man of 
eminent charity and kindness to his 
fellowmen. He was President for 
eleven years of the New York Insti- 
tution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, gave liberally from 
his large fortune to its support, and 
endowed the "Ida Montgomery 
Fund " to perpetuate the memory of 
a successful teacher, by providing 
for a testimonial, to be awarded to 
such pupil as at their graduation 
exhibited marked ability, both 
mentally and manually. He lived 
in London during his later years, 
and died at the age of 79 years. 
His birthday is regularly celebrated 
at the New York Institution and is 
a pleasant memorial and a helpful 
festival. 

His son, Egerton Leigh, our late 
friend and associate, was born in the 
City of New York, and lived here 
for seventy-seven years. He was 
graduated from Columbia College in 
I860, and shortly after entered upon 
the practice of law. He was associ- 
ated in the government and control 
of great banks and corporations in 
this city, being Vice-President and a 
trustee of the Union .Square Savings 
Bank, and a trustee of the United 
States Trust Company. He was a 
member of the Columbia University 
Alumni Association, the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, and the Union, 
City, Metropolitan and Century 
Club9, and the Knickerbocker Club, 
of which he was President at the 
time of his death. 

Mr. Winthrop became a member 
of the Society of the New York In- 
stitution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, June 10, 1862. 
He was elected a member of the 
Board of Directors March 9, 1904, 
and appointed Chairman of the 
Executive Committee December 9, 
1908. 

Mr. Winthrop is survived by two 
song, Egerton Leigh Winthrop, Jr., 
a member of the Board of I'.ducation 
of the City of New York, and for 
some years its President, and Bron- 
son Winthrop. who is now a Director 
in the New York Institution for the 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb 

The Directors place on record 
their high appreciation of the char- 
acter and aims of their associate. 
They remember gratefully his gen- 
erous and friendly spirit; his faith- 
fulness and devotion to our common 
work of philanthropy and charity; 
and his many virtues which call for 
praise and emulation. Five hun- 
dred children and youth will write 
him in their hearts as a benefactor, 
and though they cannot speak 
praise will make his sign-word with 
affectionate gratitude.

"Our Fathers' God, from out 
whose hand the centuries fall like 
grains of sand," brought to the eyes 
and hearts of the world of intelli- 
gent humanity, on April 23d, 1916, 
the three hundredth anniversary 
memorial day of that "myriad 
minded" man, known as Shake- 
speare ; dramatist and poet. Were 
it not for this present cataclysm of 
world-wide war, many Shakes- 
pearian "Festivals would ^occur in 
every country of Chistendom. As 
the centuries roll around, the fame of 
the " Book-Shakespeare," seems to 
grow wider aud brighter. Although 
only fifty-two years of age at the 
time of his premature death, April 
23, 1616 ; his marvelous books show 
him to the literary world not only as 
the highest National Poet of Bug- 
land, but the greatest dramatist of 
modern times. 

His career occupied about three 
equal divisions of years. His birth 
and eighteen early years were lived 
in Stratford-on-Avon. His middle 
age in London, as actor and theater 
manager His last sixteen years 
again in Stratford, his last resting 
place. Shakespeare as shown by 
his works, was a miracle of genius 
A master of philosophy of life aud 
human nature. Nearly all that is 
known of Shakespeare, is gathered 
from his marvelous plays and son- 
nets. The mystery of his career 
consists of, How in the life he lived 
he obtained his marvelous know- 
ledge and insight of human nature ? 
His works show intimate acquain- 
tance with the Bible, the litera- 
ture of the Renaissance, also history. 
And yet : ' ' No letter of Shake 
speare's writing, and no record of his 
conversation, has been preserved." 
His reputation by the "Book Shake 
peare," is world-wide. It has been 
translated into nearly every known 
language, and admired by the bright- 
est minds of the modern world, ever 
since the publication of his twoscore 
plays, a decade subsequent to his 
death. 

When in Birmingham, Kngland, 
a few years ago, the writer entered 
the "Shakespeare Room" in the 
large Public Library there. This 
lid to contain twelve-thousand 
volumes upon Shakespeare. In 
English about S.ooo, German and 
French upwards of 2,000, many in 
Russian, Italian and other lan- 
guages, and one complete edition of 
Shakespeare Esperanto .' This Kaster- 
tide will be memorable for many 
great historic events. The ascended 
Christ always pre-eminent. Also the 
birth-month of many eminent char- 
acters in our own country, including 
our groat philosopher and statt - 
Benjamin Franklin. And the death 
day of England's " divine human 
creature ; divine poet ; and divine 
pbllosophi William Shake- 

ire, is well characterized by 
Hamlet : " What a piece of work is 
man ! How noble in reason, how 
infinite in faculty. In form 
moving ,how U ud admirable ! 

in action how like an angel, in ap- 
prehension bow like a god ! the 
beauty of the world ! the paragon of 
animals ! the very quintessence of 
dust."

Costello, who was twenty nine 
years old, leaves three children by 
her former husband.
